Two thousand persons did not receive 
a letter last week in Waukegan who 
had one carefully addressed to them. 

Two thouaand letters, nicely stamped 
with one cent stamps and containing 
much reading matter are now enroute 
from Waukegan to the dead letter office 
at Washington. 

Two thousand letters, thp biggest 
number ever included in such a step in 
Waukegan were seized by Postmaster 
Grady one day last week. 

Two thousand one cent stamps and 
the consequent envelopes, printed mat- 
ter thus are a complete loss to the 
original sender and eventually will be 
destroyed by the government officials 
at Washington. It develops that, last 
week, DeCourdea Bros., of Grayslake 
sent out thousands of letters advertis- 
ing the auction sale at Drue -*s Lake 
last Saturday of the old Vandwood 
place, cottages, hotels, etc. As an at- 
traction to prospective bidders, their 
advertising matter tho statement that 
SiiOin gold was to be "given away." 
However, only one person would get 
that $50— the one who held the "lucky 
number", on tickets ^\vh|ch were to be 
given away at the "gate to ail who at- 
tend the sale. That was the clause 
which plainly violated the postal laws, 
for under the laws, nobody shall have a 
right to send mail matter which refers 
in any way to a prospective raffle, or 
chance game. 

The 2,000 letters which were mailed 
out passed the Grayslake postofike and 
reached Waukegan. The .postmasters 
are expected to peruse the contents of 
a big shipment of mail of this character 
and therefore Postmaster Gr^dy in- 
vestigated to see if the matter was all 
right. He found the clause in question 
reported it to the 'postoffice inspector 
and immediately v.as told to seize the 
entire shipment. At least this is sup 
posed to be the course followed, for, 
while Mr. Grady declined to discuss tho 
matter, only ao far us admitting that 
the mail had been seized, that is the 
usual course in such' matters. The 
postmasters who'discover objectionable 
matter always refers to the inspectors 
and the latter advise them what to do. 
So. the mail being seized, it's natural 
to conclude that the course, followed 
was as above stated. 

The senders were notified of the 
seizure of the mail and they according 
ly dispatched peddlers to Waukegan 
and elsewhere who distributed the cir- 
culars by hand aa far aa possible and 
gave away the numbered tickets to in- 
duce attendance at the grounds. 
. This is said to be the largest seizure 
of mail made in Waukegan in many 
years and is in line with the govern-

Department of Illinois, in regular ses- 
sion adopted the following resolution: 

Be it resolved, By Waukegan Post 
No. 374 Department of Illinois, that the 
officials of the difi*erent school districts 
of Lake county be requested to make 
arrangements to have the flag of our 
country displayed at the different 
school houses during school hours. 

Therefore, The Soldiers Jand Sailors 
Reunion Association, in reunion as- 
sembled, unanimously endorse the said 
resolution and ask its observance. 

Herman Hall, adjutant of the Wau- 
kegan Post and secretary and treasurer 
of the Soldiers and Sailors Reunion as- 
sociation, declared that the suggested 
plan in the opinion of the old veterans 
is a fitting and commendable one and 
said that while the majority of the 
schools in the county already have flag 
staffs and display flags frequently that 
it ia not followed systematically. 

Not only is it a courtesy to the old 
veterans, he said, but it is the best way 
to instill patriotiam into the 
boya and girls of the county. 

It is aaid that a copy of the resolu- 
tion is to be sent to the head of every 
school in the county with a request 
that it "be put into.efl;ect. 
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Everyone interested in the deatruc- 
tiori of the army-worm pest is being re- 
quested by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture to look out for the army- 
worm moths with one artifically colored 
wing. The Department's entomolo- 
gists are catching army worm moth 
.where they are plentiful, coloring on^ 
wingof each, and then liberating them 
in the same territory to see whether 
Rhese moths fly directly west or north and 
how quickly and far they will spread. 
A better knowledge of the habits of 
this pest should enable the Department 
to cnntrol its spread. No moths are to 
be let loose where their liberatation 
could possibly add to the natural da- 
mages. 

The moths are already showing them- 
selves in Virginia and in Maryland 
and the Department's agents are catch, 
ing sDecimens at Portsmouth and Char- 
lottville in Virginia and Hacerstown in 
Maryland. The agents at Portsmouth 
are applying a red stain to one wing of 
each specimen caught; those at Char- 
lottesville a black or yellow stain; and 
those at Hageratuwn. ' a violet co)or. 
Then the moths are left to follow the 
nutual course they would have pur- 
sued. ^ ■ .

An embargo is planned soon against 
shipment out of and into Cook, DuPage 
Kane, McHenry and Lake cgunties. It 
is in these counties, it is said^that'tho 
cattle dealers from. the so-called El^in 
district sell most of their infected cat-^ 
tie. * . I 

As soon as the embargo Is in fult 
swing efforts will be made to raise the 
embargo declared by other statea 
against cattle from Illinois. There are 
now six states which require special 
certificates of inspection for all cat- 
tle shipped out of Illinois. Formetty 
sixteen states had similar regulations, 
A proclamation issued by Goverrior 
Dunne last January helped in aolvinff 
the problem of tubercular cattle in' 'the 
state. It has worked with success in 
nearly everv part of the state except in 
the five counties against which the em- 
bargo will be declared. 

There will be two notices published 
against the five counties, one by Dr. 
Dyson, the state veterinary surgeon 
and another by the bureau of animal 
in'u*trv. The two notices will prevent 
both interstate and intraste shipments. 
Otherwise conditions in the counties 
will not be changed. 

Only one certificate, issued either by 
the state or federal authorities will bo 
required before shipments may be sent; 
out or received. 

Through the workings of the sta^'a 
plan an effort will be made to segre*. 
gate reacting and nonreacting herds. 

The farmers and slaughtering houses 
of Lake county have felt for some time 
that there should be something 'done 
with regards to the importarion. of 
tainted beef here and it is thought that 
they will do all they can to aid the 
state in the work to be started.

HIgin, III., Aug. 2C.— Ralph De Pal- 
ma, driving in a race marked by tho 
death of Spencer Wishart, young 
Philadelphia millionaire pilot, several 
injured, and tho most spectacular 
driving ever seen on the Elgin course, 
emerged tho victor for tho second 
time in two days, when he won tho 
Elgin National trophy on Saturday. 

Do Palma sent tho Gorman Mercedes 
around tho 301 mll^s at an average 
speed of 73.5 mllea an hour, a tenth 
of a mile slower than hia time in tho 
contest for tho Chicago Automobllo 
club trophy Friday. 

Wlahart met Injurlea In the four- 
teenth lap of the raco whicit caused 
hia death shortly afterward In SL 
Joaeph'a hospital here. He died In 
tho arms of his bride of nine weeks. 
Ho was rnnrrior Juno 23 to Miss 
Louise McQowan. daughter of the 
late Hugh McQowan, Indianapolis 
traction magnate, 

Tho Phlladeiphlan had completed 
his thirteenth lap and was two mllea 
away on his fourteenth. Ho had 
gained his car's maximum accelera- 
tion down the back stretch. In front 
of him, traveling at a comparative 
slow apeed. waa Otto Henning, a Chl- 
cagoan, and 'Wlaharfs teammate, driv- 
ing tho smalJcst Mercer. Honnlng's 
mechanic looked back and saw Wish- 
art coming. He looked at the road 
and saw It waa tho narrowest part of 
the course. 

He signaled Henning to pull to tho 
right and waved to Wishart to come 
on. His peed, It Is thought, must havo 
boen about ono hundred and ten 
milea an hour. There, was a staccato 
note as the right rear tire of his car 
struck the left front hub cap of Hen- 
ning's Mercer. The Impact was slight 
and Henning's machine was not 
swerved from Ita course, but at Wlah- 
arfa speed the roault was terrifying. 
Wishart fought tho wheel and suc- 
ceeded Jn keeping the car straight, al- 
though it raked against n picket fence, 
along which the car catapulted for 
100 feet, tearing picketa and posts 
from their supports. Spectators lined 
tho fence, and madly scrambled for 
safety. Some wero Injured. Wlahart 
turned hia machine off tho embank- 
ment and attempted to regain the 
road. Jle escaped one tree, but was 
brought up sideways against another 
with terrinc Impact From the wreck 
John C. Jenter, Wishart's mechani- 
elan.,' was thrown CO feet Wishart 
fell a few feet from the machine. 
Several rushed to him. He was con- 
scious, but Jenter was in a coma. 
Both wero rushed to St Joseph's hos- 
pital. Wlahart retained conscIousnesB 
until he died.

JUROPEAN WAR ZONE. 



Wealthy Travel In flteerage— Majority 

Arrive PennilcBa and Minus 

Their Baoosge. 

New York, Aug. 22.— La Franco of 
the^ French lino from Havre with 
1,374 American refugees from tho war 
Kono of Europe, reached her pier at 
Ave o'clock Thursday evening. An 
Immenso crowd of frienda and rela- 
tlvea was on the dock to meet the 
returning voyagora. and there were 
scenes of hyaterln all over tho place 
attending the debarkation of passen- 
gers. 

Paiisongers declared that they wero 
compelled to pay as high as $1,000 
for flrat-clasa transportation. It waa 
also charged that peraons who had 
engaged nrst-clasa accomraodjitions 
wero pushed back into the second and 
third-class cabins. Tho passengers 
wore for the most part minus luggage. 
An occasional dog was about the only 
Incumbrance. 

Tho France had 534 flrat, 384 second 
cabin and 447 atoerago passengers, 
tho latter Including many persons of 
wealth and reflnement 
■ Despite the fact that the ship was 
handled by a green crew and a cap- 
tain who had never been on her be- 
fore, she made an average speed of 22 
knots, siie made no pretense at dls- 
gulae. Nor did aho try to creep In 
under the cover of darkness. She 
came across with all her lights hlaz- 
mg, her band and orchestra playing 
programs diplomatically arranged and 
with dnncea and concerts every even- 
ing. 

Germans. French and Americans— 
not to forget a few blanch-faced worn- 
on from tho North countries and wor- 
ried looking Italians in the steerage- 
composed tho personnel of the pas- 
senger Hat. She sightd and signaled 
several British cruisers; 

Her passengers saw more than one 
imndrpd thousand British troops iand 
nt Havre. The big liner was due to 
sail on Auguat 4. but aho did not got 
away until the French authorities 
earned from tho British admiralty 
that the seaa wero safe, and that waa 
on August 4. 

There wero men and women on the 
La France wlio came on cattle tralna 
from Paris. Some of them woro 
Jewelry and clothing which repre- 
Eentod many hundred of dollara. But 
many of these aame persons had less 
than ten doUara in currency apiece, 
and were overjoyed to loam that they 
might enter the general scramble for 
steerago bertha.

Romo. Aug. 20.— Popo Plus X died 
at 1:20 o'clock this morning. 
' Already Buffering from bronchitis 
and a weak heart, the worry occa- 
Blonod by the war Involving all Europe 
brought on tironchtal pneumonia, and 
the aged pontiff la a war victim aa 
truly uB If he had been Btruck down 
on the field of battle. He was UI four 
days. 

Ills holiness had lain unconscious 
moat of the afternoon, but rallied in 
the evening, became conscious for n 
time, and gave the physicians hope 
that he might recover. But hla 
etrength was gone, ho soon relapsed 
Into coma and gradually grew weaker 
until thp end. He died while sleeping 
peacefully. 

Death Followed Relapae. 

In the afternoon hn sufTered a re- 
lapse, and he received the last sacra- 
ment. Hla Bisters lighted the candles 
before tho miraculous Images of St. 
Joseph and remained prostnite. pray- 
ing for hh recovery. 

Tho ringing of the church bells noti- 
fied tho people of tho exposition of 
tho holy sacrament and called them 
to prayer. 

Cardinal Merry del Val, who was 
called In. left nftnr a few minutes and 
Insued a Fummon.s for the cardinal* 
■who had left the city for their va- 
cations. 

Before the fatal turn for the worse 
tho pope addresfled the whole world 
on the mibjoct of the war. When he 
was told that tho roar of cannon In 
the Adriatic could bo heard In Venice 
he exclaimed: 

"Tho bones of the doges must thrill 
In their sepiilchcrs at tiio familiar 
Bound of battle, recalling the heroic 
days of oldl" 

Death Comparatively Sudden. 

Donth rame to tho aged pontlft 
after a battle of a few days, with the 
leading men of science on one side 
and the Rrim reaper on the other. 

The arrcets of Home, usually gay 
and niled with clamoring throngs, are 
quiet. Tho noise of the market places 
Is hushed. Kverj'whcro eyes are turn- 
ed respectfully toward the golden 
dome of St. Peter'a, which appeared 
to bjive lost Its glitter In the dark 
pall of grief that hangs over the eter- 
nal city. 
*'Hundred.i of visitors crowded the 
wide Btroots leading to the maseU-e 
gates of the Vatican, where the papal 
guard stood on silent watch. With 
bared henda and eyca gllatening with 
tears, the throng gazed at the place 
■whore lay tho "peaHant pope." aa he 
was affectionately called by his Italian 
countrymen. 



Plus X. Wao Born June 2, 1835. 
Pope l*ius X. was a native of the 
little vlllago of llleae, In tho Venltlan 
province of Trevlsco, which In KiOS. 
save to tho church a pontiff In Nic* 
cola Uoccaslnl, who assumed the 
triple crown under tho name of Bene- 
dict XI. 

Born June 2, 1S35, to a poor and 
bumble family of the name of Sarto, 
PIuB X. was christened Giuseppe iJo- 
•eph) and known throughout life by 
tho dialect equivalent of Giuseppe. 
**Beppo." 

Tho early life of Pope Plus was 
filled with activity. Tho district of 
Trevlso la one of poverty, only those 
"Who have seen It realizing the strug- 
gle for existence that ever prevails. 

From an early ago Giuseppe, bred 
tc sturdy outdoor lite, displayed a 
bent for the priesthood. The educa- 
tional reeourcea of his birthplace were 
noon exhausted, and the lad's studious 
learnings demanded a wider Held for 
their development. He was sent to a 
college at Castcl. France, and from 
there was transferred to the Central 
Bomlnary at Padua, tho world-renown- 
ed seat of Italian learning. 

On September IS. 1858, tho young 
flomlnarlBt received his priest's orders 
In thi) Cathedral of CastelFranco. 
That year was a memorable one for 
Italy. The question of Italian libera- 
tion had been forced to the front by 
the attempt of Orslnl to assassinate 
Napoleon 111. 

Tho diplomats of nations nsscmbled, 
but the youngest priest was not con- 
cerned In tho movomont. Ho turned 
bis back on the world and took up his 
duties as curate In the village of Tom- 
belo. He soon was loved by hla par- 
JahonerB. to whom he endeared blm- 
■elf by his unBelflahncsB, hla scK-sac- 
rincc. and hln tireless labor. 

Became Parlth Priest In 1867. 
He woB promoted aa pariah priest ot 
SaUano In 18G7, only a year after the 
cosalon of Venezla (Venice) to Italy, 
BO that tho future pope lived, for Iho 
first thrlty-two years of his life, under 
Aufltrlaii reglmo In hla native prov- 



tho Cathedral of Trevlso. This pro- 
motion was supplemented by bentowal 
of tho deanery on ^'^ithcr Surto and 
his appointment as Eplscopnl chancel- 
lor. To him also wan conOded thj del- 
lento and Important charge of spiritual 
director of the Seminary of Trevlso. 
In which collcgo he was IlkcwlRo 
given a profoBHor's chair and an ux- 
ainincrHhlp. 

Nor did Ills activities end here, for 
ho was choHcn nn n Judge In the 
Capitular Hccleslastlcal court, and lln- 
ally was appointed vlcar-goneral of 
iho doceso. 

After such an apprenticeship It was 
not surprising that when tho Im- 
portant Hue of Mantuc became vacant. 
In 1S84. 1^0 XHI choflo Giuseppe Sar- 
to to JIM the place. It was no easy 
task to which ho had been called, for 
his predecessor hud allowed discipline 
to slack. His persuasive powers and 
administrative gifts were tested to 
tho utmost, but lie was fully equal to 
the ungrateful tnsk. 

Severe In personal taste. Slgnor 
Sarto showed himself zonluua In main- 
taining the gorgeous ritual traditions 
of hla church, and In 1S8C iho nine 
hundredth solemn centenary of St. An- 
selm was celebrated under his aus- 
pices, while in ISDI he presided at a 
like function In commemorutlon of St. 
Loula Gonzoga. 

Two years later Pope Leo recognized 
Bishop Sarto's merits by raising him 
to the Sacred College, with tho title 
of San Bernardo alio Temnie. at a 
consistory held June 15, 1S93. 

At the same time ho was chosen 
out of all the Venetian prelates to fill 
tho patriarchate of Venice. _ 

Won Support of the Radicals. 

In his nine years' residence In the 
"seagirt" city the pope of tho gondo- 
liers was beloved and a familiar flgure.

Brought Church ond State rbflclher 

Ab to Italy, he Increased tholeoidiul 
underolanding between churc|» nnd 
Btutn, which was not thought wise by 
Italian churchmen. However. t\\A ac- 
tion resulted In an uplifting of the 
church In Ualy. / 

The dlocc«C8 had been in a most 
deplorable, condition because of iho 
long conHlct between church and 
state. 

There was evidence of mlarrnlilo 
conditions existing In the Italian enil- 
granta. They have lllllo or no luBt ruc- 
tion In their religion and paid no ut- 
tentlou to It In this country, on the. 
suppoBltlon that the Catholic religion 
did not exist here. 

Tho pope pursued this matter to tho 
proper outcome. He lilled up vacant 
sees, stirred up comfortable bishops, 
and ordered the teaching of ciUeclnsm 
all over the world. Ho aimed chiefly 
at Italy. In a wor.d. -ho dceortcd dl-^ 
plomaey for the Instruction and organ- 
ization of tho people. Ho gave up 
governnienta to look after the lost 
Gheep of the household. ■ 
. Disappointed diplomats then wnllod 
about his timidity. But the WBiling 
hud no effect on the noblc-heHrted, 
simple man who was the head of tho 
church. 

When the trouble between the 
chureh and state broke but In Franc* 
and the concordat was dropped, the 
world looked to the pope, speculating 
what course he would take. What ho 
did seemed to be tho Only right thing 
according to the American Idea. Ho 
Ignored the nation.

HlH firm, dlgultled. yet genial rule. 
quickly niadu him a force to be reck- 
oned with. 
Elected as Compromise Candidate. 

Plus X. was. as befitted a democrat- 
ic pope, different ^n many respects 
from his r.ljatrlous predecessor. Like 
the fishermun whoso place he held, ho 
found his recreation fishing In the Vat- 
ican imnds rather than In writing 
l-atln verses, q'o hla salntllness of 
character and moral worth. Indepen- 
dently of uU leaser and worldly con- 
sideration, memory doubtless will pay 
homage. 

When balloting began to choose a 
BucoesKor to Pope Leo XIH.. the name 
of Giuseppe Sarto was hardly consid- 
ered at first. As balloting continued, 
however, tho roll of votes In his fa- 
vor Increased. Ho was then regarded 
as a compromise candidate, and. 
finally, on tho sixtieth ballot ho was 
elected August 4. 1903. and five days 
later he was crowned In St. Peter's 
cathedral, Itomo. with all the mag- 
nlficance and brllllanco of ceremonies 
that distinguishes the coronation of 
each succosBor to the apostolic throne. 

From tho post of splrltuol head of 
gondoliers and peaBonts, a work that 
ho loved, to tho throne In the Vatican 
was Iha career of Gluseppo Sarto, 
Pope Plus X. 

And he never had been ambitious 
to be the head of the Catholic church 
and tho successor of St. Peter He 
loved tho simple llfo among his friends. 

There was a great dlflcrencu of 
opinion ns to the qualifications of Pope 
Pius X. for his olfice. Hla election, n 
compromise, was pnrtlciilarly pleaslni; 



Before Pope Plus had been un the 
throne three years ht* evidenced that 
young men who dreamed of tho career 
of a courtier In Borne were going to 
be disappointed. The pope wanted 
bishops for the different sees, and the 
way for young diplomats to promotion, 
It was soon apparent, was through the 
tiresome but wholesome ofllco of gov- 
erning bishop. 

One grent reform Poiie Plus accom- 
plished, and It promises to be ever re* 
niembered In history. He proved that 
diplomacy In church matters Is a 
thing of llttlo Importance compared 
with Iho direct teaching nnd preach- 
ing of the gospel to tho poor. 
Opposed to Woman's Suffrage. 

An Instanco of his well-known un- 
compromising attitude against ad* 
vanccd tendencies was afforded In his 
opposition to woman suffrage as vulced 
by the popo upon the occasion ot hla 
reception of a delegation of Italian 
Catholic ladles, 

"Woman can never bo man*a equal." 
ho told his fair visitors, "and cannot, 
therefore, enjoy equal rights. Few 
women would ever desire to legislate, 
and thoB6 who did would bo classed 
ns eccentrics. Scripture, nnd pspp- 
dally the three Epletlcs of St. Paul, 
emphasize woman's dopeodcnco on 
man,"

Paris Announces Reverse. 
The allied armies along the line from 
JMons to the Moselle have suffered a 
severe reverse, according to an ofilclal 
statement from Paris. 

This statement says the Kngllsh and 
French, after fighting both east and 
west of the river .Meuse In Belgium, 
fell back to the "covering [losttlons." 

T'c^ location of the new poijltlon of 
the allies Is not specifically mentioned. 
It is tliought, however, that they have 
taken their stand on the first line of 
fortress defenf;cs across the border in 
France. 

The statement admits that the thea- 
ter of action for the next few days will 
bo in French territory. 

Allies Loss Is Great. 
The statement adds that the casuul- 
ties suffered by the allies was great. It 
gives no figures, but asserts that the 
German losses were even greater man 
tho combined French and Kngllsh. 

The olficlals decl'ui c that mo as- 
sumption of the defensive is tempo- 
rary. It iB claimed that "at the right 
moment, to be decided ujion by the 
commander-in-chief, tho French Jiruijr 
will resume a vigorous offensive." 

Heroic work by the French Is told. 
It j-ayp one brigade In the front line', 
carried away by their eagerness, wore 
received by a murderous fire. They 
did not give an Inch. but. counter at- 
tacked by the Prus.slan g\iard, ^hey 
were obliged to retire, only after In- 
flicting enormous Iosbcs. 

Other French Reverses. 
Other reverses to tho F:*ench army 
were described. 

A dispatch from Paris said It was of- 
ficially announced that LuncvlUo, 
Amanco and Dtouloard, la the depart- 
ment of Meurthe-et-MosolIe. had been 
occupied by the Germans. 

From Herllh there comoH a message 
saying ofilclal announcemenut was 
mado t.^ore that tho Gorman urmy. 
commanucQ by Grand Duke Albrecht 
of Wurteraberg had defeated the 
French army at Neufchatenu. 

It captured many guns, fiugs ' and 
prisoners. Including several generals. 
German armies under Crown Prince 
Ilupprecht of Bavaria. Crown Prince 
Frlcdrlch Wllhelm and Grand DuUo 
Albrecht arc vigorously pursuing the 
French, 

Capture Guns at Lunevllle. 
This mensago says tho army under 
Prince Rupprecht captured IGO guns at 
Lupeville, Ularaont and Clroy. Tho 
army commanded by tho crown prince 
pursued the French beyond Longwy* 
Tho Germans are west of the Blver 
Meuso and advancing against Mau- 
bcuge. They have defeated an Kngllsh 
brigade of cavalry. 

"Tho army of the German crown 
prince won a decisive victory north- 
west of Ulodenhofen, near Metz, over 
five French army corDS." tho German 
mossttgu continues. "The retreat or 
tho southern French wlug on Verdun 
has been cut off. , ; 

"The French troops were repulsed 
toward the Hlver Meuse. It was a com- 
plete route. Tho crown prince's army, 
giving chase, took many prisoners, and 
It Is declared the French troops no 
longer uro ubWjto fi^co (ho terrible fire 
of tho German troops.". 

French Losing In Alsace.

The battleship Setsu fired the first 
shot. 

In addition to the .lapanese war ves- 
sela, British, French, and Uusslaa 
t^hlps arc taking part In tho blockade 
of the port. 

The bombardment of the port is 
confirmed In un extra edition of the 
Tokyo Vtimato, Tho mcstiago pub- 
lished was passed by the censor of the 
navy department.

nnisBola. — Tho Gor^iaua entered 
nruseols Thursday without Hrlng a 
Bhot / 

Yielding to tho dictates of reaeon 
and humanity, tho civil government at 
tho last moment dlflbanded tho civil 
guard, which tho QermanB would not 
recognize. Tho ooldlcrs and ordinary 
police wore then Intrusted with tho 
malntonanco of order. 

After a day of wild panic and ulum- 
borlesa nighta tho cltlzena remained 
at their windows. Few sought their 
couches. 

Cry "Here They Come.** 
Tho morning broko brilliantly. Tho 
city was nstlr early and on all Upa 
>-era tho words: "They aro hero," or 
"They are coming." 

Tho "they" referred to were al- 
ready outsldo tho boundarlea of the 
city in great force. Tho artillery was 
packed oft on tho road to Waterloo. 
Horao, foot, and sapper were packed 
deep on tho Louvaln and Tervcrvuo- 
ren roads. 

An entorprlBlng motorist came In 
tFlth tho Information and tho crowds 
In the busy centers Jramodlatoly be- 
camo calm. 

Burgomaster Gives Up. 
At eleven o'clock it waa reported 
that on officer with a half a troop of 
huaaars bearing whito flaga had halt- 
ed outsldo tho Ix)uvaln gate. 

Tho burgomaeter claimed for the 
cItlzAia their rights under tho laws 
of war regulating an nnfortlflod capi- 
tal. When roughly asked If ho was 
prepared to surrender tho city, with 
tho threat that otherwise It would bo 
bombarded, the burgomaster said ho 
would do 80. Ho also decided to re- 
move hia Bcorf of ofTlce. 

Tho dIscuBBlon was brief. "When 
tho burgomaster handed over his scarf 
It was handed back to him and he 
waa thus entrusted for the time being 
with the civil control of tho cUIzena. 
The Germana gave him plainly to un- 
derstand that he would be held ro- 
Bponalblo for any overt act on the 
part of tho populace against tho Ger- 
znans. 

Triumphant March Begins. 
From noon until two o'clock tho 
crowds waited expectantly. Shortly 
after two o'clock tho booming of can- 
non and later the sound of military 
music convoyed to tho people of Brus- 
eelB tho Intimation that the triumph- 
ant march of tho enemy on tho an- 
cient city had begun. 

On they came, preceded by a scout- 
ing porty of uhlans, horse, foot, and 
artillery and sappers, with a siege 
train complete. 

sA special feature of tho procession 
was 100 motor cars on which quick 
flrers wore mounted. Every regiment 
and battery was headed by a band, 
horse or foot. Now came the drums 
and tlfoe; now tho blare of braaa and 
soldiers singing "Die Wacht am Rholn" 
and "Deutschland uber Alloa." 
Death Head Hussara There. 
Along Chauaeo de Louvaln, past SL 
Joase and tho botanical gardona, to 
tho open spaco In front of the Gare du 
Nord, the usual lounging place of tha 
tired twaddlers of the city, swept tho 
logloufi. * 

Among tho cavalry were the famous 
Brunswick Death's Head Husaara and 
their companions on many bloody 
fields, the Zeltcn huasars. But where 
waa tho glorious garb of tho German 
troops, tho cherry -colored uniforms ot 
tho horsemen, and the blue of tho in- 
fantry? All la greenish, earth color 
gray. All tho helmets are covered with 
gray. Tho gnns are painted gray. 
Kven the pontoon bridges are gray. 

"To tho quickstep beat of the drums 
tho kaiser's men march to the ^eat 
square, Charles Regler. Then at the 
whistling sound of the word of com- 
mand — for the sonorous orders of tho 
Gorman officers aeemed to have gone 
tho way of the brilliant uniforms — tho 
gray-clad ranks broko Into tho famous 
goose atop, while tho good people of 
Litige and Brusaels gated at tho pass- 
lag wonder with mouths agape. 
Crowds Want Rcvonge. 
At tho railroad station tho great 
procession defiled to tho boulevarde 
and thonco marched' to encamp on tho 
heights of the city called Kocnolbcr^. 
It was truly a sight to havo gladdened 
the eyes of the kaiser, but on tho stde- 
walka men were muttering beneath 
their breath; 

"They'll not pass here on their way 
back. The allies wtU do for them." 
Many of the younger men In the 
great array seemed exhausted after 
the long forced march, but aa a man 
etaggered hia comradea la the ranka 
held him up. 

It waa a great apectaclo and on Im- 
prosaivo one, but there are minor Inci- 
dents that were of a leas pleasant char- 
acter. ^ 
Offlo^ra In Shaokles. 
Two Belgian ofllcerB, manacled and 
fastened to the leather attrrups of two 
uhlane, made a apectaclo that cauaod 
a low murmur of resentment from the 
citizens. Instantly Gorman horsemen 
backed their atoeds Into the closely 
packed ranka of tho spectatora, threat- 
ening them with uplifted swords and 
stilling tlio momentary revolt. 

At one point of the march a lame 
hawker otTcred flowers for salo to tho 
soldiers.^ A» ho held up his posies a 
captain of hussars, by a movement of 
his atoed, sent tho poor wretch sprawl- 
ing and bleeding In the duat. Then 
from the crowd a French woman, her 
heart scorning tear, cried out: "Tou 
brute," 80 that all might hear, 
Bear In Belgium Uniform. 
There waa one gross pleasantry, too. 
perpetrated by a gunneri who led 



along a bear, evidently he pet of bis 
battery, which was drcaacd in the full 
regalia of Belgian general. Tho bear 
was evidently Intended to represent 
the king. He touched hia cocked hat 
at IncrvttlH to -his keeper. 

ThlH particularly Irritated the Bol- 
giana, but they wisely abatalncd from 
any overt manifestation or any un- 
pleasant feature of behavior, * 

The Boldlcra as they passed toro re* 
peatedly at the national colors, which 
every Belgian lady now weara on her 
breaat. 

Refuse Gold In Payment. 

A more pleasant Incident was when 
a party of Uhlans clamored for admit- 
tance at a villa on tho Louvaln road. 
They diapoaed of a dozen bottles ot 
wlno and bread and meat, Tho non- 
commissioned oniccr in command 
asked what the charge was and offered 
some gold pieces In payment Tho 
money was refused. 

Near the steps of St. Guduio a party 
of ofllcora of high rank aeatcd In a 
motor car, conflacatcd tho atock of 
the newB venders. After greedily 
scanning the abeets they burst Into 
loud laughter. ' 

March Forward for Hours. 

Hour after hour, hour after hour, 
tho kaiser's leglona marched Into 
Bruaacls' streets and boulevarda. 
Some reglmenta mado a fine appear- 
ance. It was notably ao In tho caao 
of tho Slxty-Blxth, Fourth and Twenty- 
alxth. Not ono man of theao regi- 
ments showed any sign of exccsslvo 
fatigue after tho grueling night of 
marching, and no doubt tho order to 
break step waa designedly given to 
Imprcsa the onlookers with tho pow- 
ers of reaiatance of the German aol* 
dlera. 

The railway stations, the post ofllce, 
and tho town hall were at once closed, 
Tho national flag on tho latter waa 
pulled down and tho German emblem 
hoisted in Its place. Practically all 
the shops were cloaed and the bllnda 
drawn on moat of the wlndowa. 
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What It Costs to Kill One

The cost of killing a man la ob* 
talned by dividing the total cost of a 
war to any of tho belligerents by the 
number of men killed on the other 
side. 

In 1870-1871 France apent $400,000,- 
000 In the actual expenses of tho war. 
Kepairing materials and giving succor 
to tho victims of the war, expenses 
that are Justly to be added, cost an- 
other $200,000,000. France paid $1,- 
000,000,000 aa war Indemnity, plus an- 
other $400,000,000 In interest on the 
sum, loss of revenue, forced contribu- 
tions by tho enemy and upkeep of the 
German army of occupation. This 
third cntegorj' of expenses, not being 
Inevitable In all wars, cannot properly 
be Included,
